But Chriſtians muſt acknowledge themſelues nor to bee 
ſeruants,but children,and not children of the bond-woman, but of 
the free- woman; and that they ought of duety ro ſerue the Lord, 
all the dayes of theirlives, though they ſhould receyue nothing 
for their labour, Doubtlefle in all our workes wee muft ſeeke his 
lorie : and if he beſtow any reward ypon vs, we may takeit as aut 
yndeſerued gitt of his bountifull goodneffe; For when wee have 
done all that wee can doe,or which is enioyned vpon ys, we muſt (x) 
confeſſe, that wee are vnprofitable ſeruants.(x) Luke,17.1% 
Tiue it is, that righteous perſons haue ſome hypocrifie and 
yaine olorie mingled with finceritie in theirbeſt a&ions, and doe 
ſome things as wel for their own praiſe, as Gods glory: yer if their 
finceritie preuaile oner their hypocrifie, they loſe notthename 
& dignitic of righteous perſons, For as the philoſopher reacherh, 
concerning elementarie bodies, that they are not made of one 
element onely , but of all foure, yet haue their names of the pre. 
dominant element: And as the phyfitions ſay, of the humorsin 
mans body, that — they be notpure, butmixed one with 
another, yet cuery one doth carrie the name of that hnmor,which 
doth moſt abound : So may we ſay (and that truely too)of the ge 
nerall conucrſation and the particular a&ions of men, thatifin 28 
them they ſecke morethe glorie of God , then their owne praiſe, 
pleaſure or profit,they are truely _—— though imperfectly 
righreous, The third is by their perſzuerance inrightcouſnes. For 
euery righteous man ( who is righteaus indeed ) will continue in 
his righrteoufnes ynto the end, Hee will not begin onely well, bur 
he wilend alſo wel.

godly wretches remaineftill in their finfulnes noewithſtanding 
them; yea by. them they grow worſe and worſe, according to 
Paxl; words, when he ſaith; Tea, and af that will line godly in Chri 
leſus ſoalt ſuffer perſecution. But the exil{ men and deceiners ſhall waxe 
worſe and worſe,deceining and being deceined. (ec) Whereunto agreeth 
that which the prophet E/ay hath in theſe words ; they haxe forſa. 
hen the Lord, they hawe pronoked the holy one of Iſrael to anger, they are 
gone backward, Wherefore ſhould you be ſmitten any more? for you fall 
away more and more, the whole head is ficke, and the whole heart ir heaxy, 
(f) Now to conclude this point, if the cauſe be holy for which 
you ſuffer , if it be for God and a good conſcience, and not for 
your owne defaults or fooliſhnes : if ſecondly , you take your 
troubles quietly, and poſlefle your ſoules withpatienceinthe 
midſt thereof, relying onely vpon God, and vſing no vnlawfull 
meanes for your helpe therein: if laſtly you be amended and made 
better by ſuch Cefancan as are laid ypon you, ſothat now 
you doe become more deuout and __ in the whole courſe 
of your lines then euer you were before , you may aſſure your 
ſoules that your caſe is good, and thinke the better of your ſclues 
for theſe your troubles, and not the worſe, They muſt be ſo ma« 
ny pledges and ſeales to you of your cuerlaſting happines, 
Secondly, ſeeing the troubles of the righteous are many,righ- 
teous perſons haueneede of great patience, alittlepart orporti. 
on therof will not ſerue their turnes, And therefore let all thoſe 
who intend to be righteous indeede, endeuourto the yttermoſt 
of their power, to attaine. to a good meaſure of patience, which 
is like a priuy coate ypon the ſoule to ſauc ic; a marble pillar in the 
houſe to vphold it ; a ſtrong poſt vnder the tree to ſtay ir :apreri. 
ous balme about the head to heale ir: and atwo edged ſwordin 
-the hand to defenditr, Doubtles Sempſox neuer gained ſo much 
by his haire ypon his head(and yet when his haire was on his head 
he did alwaies ouercome, and was neuer ouercome) as weſha!l 
gaine by patience to helpe ys in all our troubles. For this will be 
a generall.ſalue to vs forall our ſores, andasthe lid about the eye 
is madetoſhutand open to ſauce the eye, ſothisis placed - - 
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ſoules by the Lord, to guard and keepe our ſoules, For as alight 
burden borne at the armes end, weigheth heauier by much,then a 
burden of treble weight, if it be borneYpoa the ſhoulders, which 
are made to beare, Soifa man ſet impatience to beare his croflc, 
which is not fitto beare,irt will tart and ſhrinke, and let the bur- 
den fall on his hcad,like a broken ſtaffe, which promiſerh to helpe 
him ouerthe water,and leaueth him inthe ditch. But if you put 
it topatience,and ſect herto beare it, which is appointed to beare, 
ſhe will rndergoe it,and carry it away as nothing. For ſhe is like 
the harty ſpies, that came from /avae»,and aide; Surely, the Lord 
hath delinered into our hand: all the land, for exen all the inhabitants of the 
conntrey faint becauſe of v5. (g)Or like to (aleb,thar Rilled the people 
before Meoſes,and ſaid, Let vs goe vp at once, poſſeſſe ite For vndoub- 
tedly we ſhall ouercomse it. h)So flatience doth euermore hart ys on a- 
gu” all troubles that may ORE perſwade our hearts that wee 
all ouercome them well enough in the end, She doth tell vs,that 
it is nothing to faft, nothing to watch,nothing to read, nothing to 
labour,nothing to be enuied, nothing to be ſlandered, nothing to 
be buffered, nothing to bee impriſoned, nothing in a word to be 
racked,or to beput to death for the Lords cauſe, Shee doth aſſure 
vs,that we ſhalbe more then conqherorstherin,according toPanls 
words,in his epiſtle to the Rowanes, s) Labour then I beſeech you 
for patience,and follow the Apoftles counſell in this repeat, when 
he ſaith: Be patient therefore brethres unto the commmy of the Lord; Be 
hold the hucbandaman watteth for the pretions fruites of . earth,and hath 
long patience for it untill hee receins the former and latter raine. Be yee al- 
fo patient therfore,&- ſettle your harts, for the comming of the Lora araws 
neere, k) And ſurely,he that wanterh it,islike a man that ſtandeth 
erembling in the field without his Armour,becauſe euery one can 
ſtrike him,and he can ſtrike none againe, The leaſt puſh thatis, 
of diſgrace,or of loſſe,or of ficknes,or of pouerty,or ofpaine, doth 
troublethoſe perſons more, which haue not patience to beare the 
ſame,then forty tryalls.can moue ſuch as are armed with patience 
to = them,like a golden ſhield in their hand,to breake the 
ſtroke of cuery croſle,and to ſaue the heart, though the bodie ſuf- 
fer, For while the heart is whole,all is well. A ſound ſpirit (ſaith $4« 
lomon) will beare his mfirmity, but a wounded ſpirit who canſuſtame it? 1) 
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Laſtly; conſidering the affliftions of the godly are many, we thar 
are godly,muſt never promife to our ſelues peace & quietnes here, 
bur after one trouble, we muſt ſt]llooke for another; ſaying with 
the Poet, Finis alterinus m:li. radius tf futwri : the end of one cuill,is 
a ſtep-towards another. Many do deceive themſclues with vaine 
hopes in this reſpec, They thinke that all ſhalbe well with them, 
that they ſhal haue the Supne euermore to ſhine ypon them,if they 
can but rid themiſeluesout of their preſent troubles, Bur let them 
marke it well, it ſhallnot beſo; oh my brethren,ſuppoſe you were 
as Wiſe as Salomon; as ſtrong as Sampſon; as warlike as Dawid; 25 
meeke 28 HMoſes;as loucly as Jonathan; as beautifull as Ab/alons; as 
rich as Crefſ#; as great as Aſſuerus; as (wift as Aſakel; as freeborn: 
as Paxl;as noble as Faſt; as big as Goliah, as patient as Job; and 
as wiſe 8s Chriſt himſelfe,: yer you ſhall haue troubles ſtill durin 
your lives, ſolong as any of you ſhall breath with any life. As the 
life of {hrift your Lord and maiſter was a warfare vpon the earth, 
ſo your liues that are Chriſtians, muſt be a warfare vpon the earth, 
Here we liue in afea of rroubles, The Seca is the world, the waues 
are calamities;the Church is the ſhip;the anchor is hope; the ſailes 
are loue;the Saintes are paſſingers;the hauen is heguen;zand Chriſt 
is our Pilot. | 

Now when the Sea can continue without waues, the ſhip with- 
out roſſings,and paſſengers not be ficke ypon the water, then ſhal 
the Church of God be without triall,but not before, Therefore [ 
beſcech you, beloued in the Lord,proiniſe your ſclues no ſecurity 
in this world, but look till for troubles : and when you haue ſlaine 
a lyon,logk fora bearerand when you haue killed the beare,looke 
for a Goliah: and when you haue ouercome Golah,looke for a Saul: 
and when Saul is wounded to death,looke forthe Philitims : that 
js, when you haue ouercome one trouble, or vanquiſhed one ene- }. 
mie,looke ſtillforan other trouble, and for an other enemie, and 
that vnrill you die, and the ſpirit returne to God that gaue it, | 

True it is,that God hath not appointed to all his children, a like 
meaſure of troubles, but ro ſome more,and to ſomeleſle : to ſome 
after one manner, andto ſome after an other, Yet all muſt haue 
them, & all muſt continue inthe haning'of them, without ſtarting 
from his Maieſtie, Fornone muft look to be more nicely or dain- 
tily handled, then the very naturall Sonne of God himſclfe was, 
who was the onely darling,and the beſt beloued of his Father. ue 
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for all thar,his whole life here ypoh the carth, was nothing elſe but 
a continual! crofſe, And therefore Jet this be our daily meditation, 
that when we haue borne one trouble, wee doe prepare our hearts . 
to beare an other, & euermoreto looke for new troubles, ſolong 
as we live here inthis world, likenew men. And ſo I leaue the mi- 
ſerie of the righteous, and come to his deliuerance from his miſe- 
rie, But the Lord delimereth hin out of them: all, 
Here are twopoints to be ſtood vpon, The perſon, who doth
